Washington Nov 2 — The govern- 
ment to day brought suit against 
the United States Steel Corporation 
and some of its suhscribers under 
the Sherman antitrust law looking 
to the dissolution of the company. 
The allegation is made that the coi- 
poration is a conspiracy in raetraint 
of trade. The Complaint of thegov- 
ernment is similiar to others that 
have been fought out agaii.st lar>;e 
corporations notably the stand iid 
Oil Company and the American 
Tobacco Company. The petition was 
filed in the United States Court in 
in Trenton, N. J , to day. The pet- 
ition was prepared by Jacob M 
Dickeraon. former Secretary of War, 
who had been retained by the gover- 
nment As its sp cia! counsel in this 
cast. The petition charges thst the 
Steel Corporation and those subsi- 
daries which are named as defendants 
with maintaining ir attempting to 
maintain, a monopoly in the steel 
business. The evidence upon which 
the suit was brought was obtained 
by the special investigators of the 
Department of Justice. 

It is understood that some of the 
testimony which was given before 
the Stanley committee was used, in 
party at last, as the basis of this 
suit. The petition is in equity and 
was filed in the circuit court. 
It contains the usual prayer for in- 
junctions to restrain the defendant* 
from continuing the monopoly alleg- 
ed and asks for such teiief as the 
court may grant,

Sahuara for telephone 
graph poles Is the latest Idea and one 
that Is to be tried out. It sounds 
plausible and it Is believed that It 
will be more economical than the old 
style of poles. Its test Is to come 
from Arizona. 

The government is to build a tele- 
phone system for the forestry serv- 
ice of the Coronado forest reserve. 
The first of these lines to be built 
out of Tucson is to be used Into the 
Catallnas. and It Is there that the 
Sahunra experiment Is to be tried. 

The giant cacti will not be sawed 
off and set up nor will they be trans- 
planted, but the (crowing plant will be 
used as a pole where It Is found prac 
He a I Where they can be found in 
what appronrhea alignment, so that 
tbe line will not have to zigzag too 
much, the sahuara up in the canons 
through which the line will pass are 
to be utilized for the purpose of at 
tachlng brackets to which the wires 
will be fastened. And so the secret Is 
out. 

Along the proposed line It Is diffi- 
cult to set poli s. owing to the rocky 
nature of the country traversed. Not 
only Is tbls the case, but It is diffi- 
cult to get the poles up there In the 
hills to set, while the sahuaras are 
right there In many Instances, and 
while not at a uniform distance this 
Is not considered Important. An- 
other saving will be that while the 
made to order poles will not oust the 
ready made ones, these will be of 
long life and will not demand replen- 
ishing and replacing from time to 
time.

Then, 
J again, some firms that send out large 
I quantities of circulars register them- 
I selves under a certain number at the 
j postofflce, thtir envelopes are printed 
with this number and the circulars so 
mailed are paid for in bulk. In Ua- 
varia large consignments of letters 
may merely bo postmarked by ma- 
chinery and sent without stamps, the 
postage fee being paid in a lump sura 
at tbe time of mailing. It is said that 
since February 1, 1910, this system 
has saved the Bavarian postofflce the 
expense for paper and the printing 
cost for 10,000,000 stamps 

A writer In tbe Umechau. a Ger- 
man publication, suggests a further de- 
velopment of this system along the 
lines of a meter, like those used for 
water, gas and electricity, In which 
tbe letters would be placed and auto- 
matically stamped with a postmark, 
the machine recording each letter so 
mailed. These machines would be In- 
spected periodically and the bills col- 
lected. Just as are those of the con- 
sumer of gas or water.

Artificial Spongs. 

An artificial sponge, the outcome of 
German ingenuity, is now to be had, 
according to the Scientific American. 
The process of making It consists 
principally In the action of zlno 
chloride on pure cellulose. This re- 
sults in a pasty, vIbcous mass, which 
Is mixed with coarsely grained rock 
salt. 

Placed In a press mold armed with 
pins the mass Is pierced through and 
through until It appeara traversed by 
a multitude of tiny canals, like tbe 
pores of a natural sponge. The ei- 
cess of salts is subsequently removed 
by prolonged washing In a weak al- 
coholic solution. The artificial sponge 
swells up with water but hardens on 
drying, Just like Its prototype; It Is 
said to be eminently adapted for fil- 
tering water for sanitary or Industrial 
uses and It can be employed for all 
the purposes that are usually assign- 
ed to tb
